Although the epitope is still 
present in the Botuiinumtoxin B cleavage product (aa 1-76), it 
is not recognized by this antibody for unknown reasons.

The amount of 
protein needed for efficient blocking depends on the 
titer of the serum and on the affinity of the antibody to 
the antigen.
